No 
amendment to the claims has been made. Claims 8 and 25 have been amended previously to 
insert the term "exhibiting storage stability" within the preamble of the claim to reflect the fact 
that the emulsions which are claimed exhibit the characteristic of storage stability. The Examiner 
has indicated that the uae of such term is indefinite and Applicants have addressed the 
Examiner's rejection hereinbelow. It is respectfully submitted that the claims are in condition for 
allowance and such action is earnestly solicited.
